Govemmeiit in th© iMted States at a city to be selected by the United 
mates. 

h‘fis - resident then referred to the fact that It was not usi?al for him 
to tmiisact business directly with foreign ambassadors and ho did not want 
to set a preeederit by this meetlag. Otherwise he might be confronted with 
raqueeto from over el^ty ambassadors.
